\, lean water trickles 
‘ito refugee camps 


The Army water specialists flew in 
from Germany to Goma late Monday 
and had both of their water-purifica- 
tion machines pumping out clean 
water at the rate of 1,200 gallons/hour 
by midday Tuesday. 

U.N. officials last week urgently 
requested outside help in providing 
clean water to the estimated 1.2 mil- 
lion Hutu refugees, who fled to east- 
ern Zaire from neighboring Rwanda 
this month as Tutsi-led rebels 
emerged victorious in the civil war 
there. The camps immediately 
became breeding grounds for disease 
and death. 

The U.N. High Commissioner for 
Refugees said more than 18,000 peo- 
ple had died in the camps in the past 
week. The commission appealed for 
more help from Washington to get 
bodies buried before they fuel a sec- 
ond wave of disease. 

French troops have been working 
feverishly to dig mass graves, using 
earth-moving equipment and explo- 
sives to blast through hardened lava. 
The 2,500 French soldiers are too few 
to handle the burials and protect 
refugees from ethnic slaughter. 

“The digging isn’t keeping up with 
the death toll, which is obvious from 
the bodies all around us, on every 
road, in every field,” said Ray 
Wilkinson, the UNHCR’s chief 
spokesman in Goma. 

He said U.N. officials had pressed 
Brig. Gen. Jack Nix, the American 
Army commander in Goma, and the 
U.S. State Department in Washington 
on Tuesday to help the burial effort

The most severe problem facing 
Rwandan refugees is not potential 
political warfare; it’s a microbiotic 
organism conquering the populous 
and leaving innumerable casualties 


- behind. 


The minuscule foe waging the 
internal war is cholera. 

The American Red Cross estimates 
that 3,000 Rwandan refugees are 
dying each day from the dehydrating 
effect of cholera. 

“Cholera comes from an organism 
that lives in contaminated food and 
water, said Sandy Schulthies, a 


community health specialist for the 
Utah State Health Department. It is 
contained in people’s stool.” 

“If someone has cholera, goes to 


the bathroom, and doesn t wash his 
_ hands, he can transfer it to someone 
else.” 


The current problem in Africa is 
severe because the crowded refugee 
camps don’t have any sanitation 
methods to help prevent the spread of 
the disease, Schulthies said. 

Cholera is an acute diarrhea illness 
caused by an infection of the 
intestines with the bacterium, Vibrio 
cholerae O1, according to a medical 
brief from the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services. 


Symptoms include profuse wan 
diarrhea, vomiting and leg cramps. 

Cholera causes death because the 
rapid loss of body fluids leads to 
dehydration and shock. 

In Utah, cases of cholera are ve 
rare. 

“Cholera is not something that we 
see here very often,” said Robert 
Tanner, community health specialist — 
for {he Ula State Hea : 
Department. 

“In 1993 we did have two cases. 
The people had traveled outside of _ 
the U.S. and then came home and 
tested positive, Tannersaid, st

Multiple Intelligences conference 
to kick-off at Y Saturday morning

A new philosophy in education, the 
theory of multiple intelligences, will 
reach a milestone in Utah on Saturday 
with the first Utah Conference on 
Multiple Intelligences beginning at 
8:30 a.m. in the Joseph Smith 
Memorial and David O. McKay 
buildings. 

Keith Rogers, associate professor of 
secondary education and conference 
organizer, said the conference will 
focus on how multiple intelligences 
can be enhanced in the school, the 
home, the community and the church. 
The conference is sponsored by the 
College of Education. Specific sec- 
tions will discuss multiple intelli- 
gences in the different levels of edu- 
cation, from home and pre-school to 
post graduate studies. 

“We’re going to talk about some 
specific things people can do to use 
the concept of multiple intelligences 
to develop curriculum and instruc- 
tion,” Rogers said. 

Guest speakers for the conference 
will include Dr. Sue Teele from the 
University of California, Riverside 
and Dr. George Betts from Northern 
Colorado University. 

Teele is the director of the 
California Certification in Teaching 
Multiple Intelligences program and 
Betts is the founder of the 
Autonomous Learning Program for 


Gifted Students. 

Betts said he will discuss what peo- 
ple can do to expand their understand- 
ing of life-long learning within the 
seven different intelligences. 

“I will discuss the importance of 
self-esteem and the part it plays in the 
whole concept of developing the mul- 
tiple intelligences,” he said. “Multiple 
intelligences helps us see the idea of 
education in a broader perspective, 
which in the past has been reduced to 
the logical, linguistic and mathemati- 
cal areas.” 

Rogers explained that the concept of 
multiple intelligences help people 
understand each other as more than 
simple monolithic IQ scores which 
reflect verbal and quantitative abili- 
ties. 

“Each of us is a unique blend of sev- 
eral categories of intelligence,” he 


_ said. “These, understood and nurtured 


properly, can improve quality, effi- 
ciency and effectiveness in unlocking 
the potential of individuals through 
educational efforts at all levels.” 

Rogers said the multiple intelli- 
gences are grouped into the following 
seven categories: Intrapersonal, 
Bodily-Kinesthetic, Musical- 
Rhythmic, Visual-Spatial, Verbal- 
Linguistic, Interpersonal and Logical- 
Mathematical. 

“The multiple intelligences are sepa- 
rate strengths and abilities, self-select- 
ed contents in each of the areas of 
learning that a lot of times we pre- 
scribe ourselves to follow, often with-

out realizing it,” Betts said. 

Teele said she will discuss how to 
restructure the existing educational 
systems by integrating the concept of 
multiple intelligences into all fibers of 
the educational process. Doing this 
will help teachers find ways for all 
students to succeed in their dominant 
intelligences and strengthen the weak- 
er ones. 

“Research is showing that now we 
teach two of the 7 intelligences — 
verbal-linguistic and logical-mathe- 
matical,” Teele said. “Our student 
population comes with all seven intel- 
ligences, many with strengths in the 
intelligences that we don’t empha- 
size.” 

To test and rate a person within the 
seven intelligences, Rogers has devel- 
oped the Rogers Multiple Intelligence 
Indicator which allows him to 
describe a person’s strengths and 
weaknesses with accuracy by looking 
at seven different scores, he said. 

“Those scores tell me whether you 
have a low, moderate or high prefer- 
ence and probably competence, in 
each one of the seven intelligence cat- 
egories,” Rogers said. 

Teachers can use an individual’s 
high ability 1 in one intelligence to help 
him learn in another, perhaps weaker 
intelligence. Betts said this is one of 
the most exciting school reform 
opportunities because it validates

Shea packs camper for grass roots campaign 


SALT LAKE CITY — Democrat Pat Shea says he is climbing aboard an 
aging pickup camper rig, but he won’t be fishing in the mountains. 

This time, he will be angling for votes in scores of remote Utah communities 
in a bid to unseat incumbent Sen. Orrin Hatch. 

Campaign manager Mike Reberg calls the camper — a 12-year-old model 
loaned to Shea by a friend in exchange for needed repairs — a “working-class 
limousine.” 

Shea has an office in Salt Lake City, but he will be spending much of the next 
three months campaigning on the road. 

“By word of mouth we’ll make up for not having the $4 million (Hatch) will 
spend,” he said. “If I’m elected, what I would want to do is have a mobile 
office. If elected I would visit every county every year.” 

Shea is campaigning on a term-limitation theme, hoping Hatch’s 18 years in 
office will prove too much for voters. 

But Hatch rejects Shea’s claims that in nearly two decades of Washington 
politics, he has lost touch with his constituents. 

“T’ve already been to all 29 counties this year,” the senator said. “(Shea’s) got 
to be careful if he’s saying Hatch is not out there.” 


LDS Church joins relief effort in Rwanda

People in refugee camps in Rwanda are dying at the estimated rate of one life 
every minute from rampant cholera and other diseases. 

Deseret International, a local relief. group, announced that the LDS Church 
had contributed to their cause. 

Many other organizations are coming to the aid of the appalling medical con- 
ditions caused by a contaminated water supply from the nearby Lake Kivu. 


Representative’s friend lobbies for his position 


DETROIT — As a child, Melvin Hollowell delivered leaflets for Rep. John 
Conyers. As Conyers seeks re-election to a 16th term, it’s no surprise that 
Hollowell is leafleting again. 

But this time, Hollowell wants Conyers’ job. 

It is a challenge that was once unthinkable. A 34-year-old lawyer who has 
never held elective office is running against a 65-year-old Detroit legend first 
elected 30 years ago when blacks were just coming to political power. 

In Tuesday’s primaries, Conyers faces Hollowell and Marie Farrell- 
Donaldson, Detroit’s 46-year-old ombudsman. 

Conyers’ opponents have few substantive differences on issues, but argue he 
has been ineffective and in Washington too long. Conyers retorts that his tenure 
and chairmanship of the House Government Operations Committee gives him 
an advantage that no newcomer could match. 


Suitor charged with slaying of candy heiress 


CHICAGO — The case of the vanished Brach candy heiress, missing since 
the 1970s, broke with charges that a horse-trading suitor arranged her slaying to 
silence her after a big-money equestrian swindle. 

Helen Vorhees Brach was last seen checking out of the Mayo Clinic in 1977. 
Her body was never found. 

Richard Bailey, a stable owner prosecutors described as a con man preying on 

’ older women, was arraigned Wednesday on federal charges and held without 
bail. 

In court awaiting his hearing, a pale, nervous-looking Bailey had to be escort- 
ed outside to vomit. 

U.S. Attorney James Burns said Brach was killed after threatening to go to 
authorities after discovering Bailey had duped her into paying hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for worthless horses. 

‘Brach, 65, became the sole heiress of the Brach Candy Co. fortune in 1970, 
after her husband, Frank, died. Most of her $30 million estate, which included a 
stable of thoroughbreds, went to charity when she was declared dead in 1984. 

Bailey, 65, was charged with federal murder-conspiracy statutes. 

If convicted.on-all charges, which include numerous fraud counts, Bailey 
could be sentenced to 245 years in prison.

More Clinton officials to face questioning

WASHINGTON — __ House 
Republicans get a chance to question 
a wider range of Clinton officials on 
Whitewater Thursday, including a top 
aide of Mrs. Clinton’s who asked last 
winter if the couple’s lawyer could be 
briefed about a federal investigation. 

Margaret Ann Williams, Hillary 
Rodham Clinton’s chief of staff, will 
be among the 11 current and former 
White House officials expected to 
face questioning on the second day of 
Banking Committee hearings. 

Williams’ query about a briefing, at 
a Feb. 2 White House meeting, goes 
to the core of the political battle over 
the administration’s handling of 
Whitewater. 

Republicans contend it was improp- 
er for Treasury Department officials 
to brief White House aides on the fed- 
eral investigation touching on the 
Clintons’ land deal. 

Williams sought to go further, ask- 
ing about a briefing for the Clintons’ 
private lawyer, according to a pub- 
licly released chronology given to the 
House by the White House counsel 
and to notes of congressional inter- 
views. 

Thursday’s witnesses will be 10 
senior White House officials and for- 
mer White House counsel, Bernard 
Nussbaum. They all were involved in 
trying to control the public damage 
for Clinton in Whitewater news sto- 
ries. 

The current counsel, Lloyd N. 
Cutler, testified Tuesday that briefin- 
gs for White House officials about the 
investigation were proper. 

Cutler also says in the chronology it 
would have been proper to give pri- 
vate lawyers the same briefing given 
the White House aides on Feb. 2 by 
Roger C. Altman, acting chief of the 
Resolution Trust Corp. 

Altman was giving the White House 
officials a “heads up” about the 
RTC’s pursuit of civil claims against 


failed thrifts, including Madison 
Guaranty Savings and Loan. 

Madison was owned by the 
Clintons’ Whitewater business part- 
ner, and a key question for investiga- 
tors was whether the land venture 
caused losses at the S&L. 

“Maggie Williams attempted to do 
the wrong thing,” said Rep. Peter 
King, R-N.Y. “She was abusing her 
office to give insider information and 
unethical aid to the first lady and first 
family.” 

The RTC typically acts much differ- 
ently in its dealings with those con- 
nected to its probes. 

“They would never contact you or 
me and say, “This is where we are in 
the investigation, thought you would 
like to know,”’ said John Douglas, an 
Atlanta attorney who has represented 
officers of failed thrifts who are being 
sued by the RTC. 

White House officials did not imme- 
diately respond to requests for corn- 
ment. There is no indication the brief- 
ing for the private lawyer ever took 
place. 

There are accounts of Williams’ role 
in the Feb. 2 meeting. Cutler’s 
chronology said, “Ms. Williams 
inquired whether Mr. Altman intend- 
ed to provide the same information” 
he was giving at the meeting “to the 
Clintons’ private lawyers. Mr. Altman 
said he assumed so.” 

Williams, in an interview with the 
House committee, said she‘did not 
recall asking the question but said it 
would be consistent with her position 
that personal legal matters should be 
addressed by private lawyers — not 
the White House staff. 

According to the notes from 
Altman’s interview with the House 
panel: “Altman was asked at the 
meeting whether the Clintons’ private 
attorney, David Kendall, could be 
provided with the information. 
Altman thought he could. (Treasury 
General Counsel) Jean Hanson was to 
follow up. 


‘04 campaigning begins, 
accusations run rampant

A vigorous fight is underway 
between Republican Sen. Orrin Hatch 
and Democratic challenger Pat Shea 
as their campaigns heat up and accu- 
sations begin to fly. 

The latest round of attacks question 
which candidate has received greater 
attention from special interest groups. 

Shea fired first, 
criticizing Hatch 
for being cited in a 
newly released 
Citizen Action 
report. The con- 
sumer watchdog 
group named Hatch 
the No. 1 
Congressional 
recipient of drug 
company Political 
Action Committee 
money, receiving 
over $71,000 from 
the PAC during the 
past 18 months. 

Citizen Action 
also named Hatch 
among the top 10 
recipients of health 
and insurance dol- 
lars during the 
same period. 

For years, Hatch has consistently 
argued against drug industry regula- 
tion and price restraints, Shea said. 

“When a senator becomes the hand- 
maiden of industry rather than the 
representative of the Utah voters who 
sent him to Washington, the 
Democratic system grinds to a halt,” 
Shea said. 

The Hatch campaign was quick to 
fire back, pointing to the large per- 
centage of money Shea received from 
special interest groups. 

“In 1992, when he ran for governor, 
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ORRIN HATCH 


over two-thirds of his money came 
from special interests,” said Heather 
Barney, Hatch campaign spokesper- 
son. “Once again, (this election) two- 
thirds of his money is coming from 
special interests.” 

Jane Semmel, Shea campaign 
spokesperson, responded that compar- 
ing percentages of the candidates 
campaign funds does not give the full 
picture. 

“The difference is we’ve only 
received $100,000 
from PAC’s com- 
pared to over $1 
million for Hatch,” 
she said. 

Shea’s PAC 
money is primarily 
from labor organi- 
zations, Semmel 
said. 

“That represents 
65,000 Utah fami- 
lies,” she said. 
“That’s our special 
interest.” 

The Hatch cam- 
paign will rely on 
the reputation of 
integrity the sena- 
tor has built up 

over the last 18 

years among con- 

stituents and col- 
leagues, Barney 
said. 

“It’s no secret that people sharing 
your same philosophies will con- 
tribute money to you,” she said. 
“Orrin Hatch has always, and will 
always continue to vote for what he 
believes in. He has a reputation for 
doing what he believes is right.” 

That’s why, according to Parade 
magazine, Washington insiders name 
Hatch as one of the few senators with 
the “integrity and guts” of Harry 
Truman, she said.

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Bosnian Serbs ambush convoy; 
2 soldiers wounded in attack

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — Bosnian Serbs 
ambushed a U.N. convoy Wednesday as it approached a 
road into Sarajevo that Serbs had just closed. Two British 
soldiers were wounded in one of the worst attacks on 
peacekeepers in recent months. 

The attack came the day the Serbs re-established their 
stranglehold on Sarajevo by closing off the only route open 
to commercial trucks. 

Maj. Rob Annink, a peacekeepers’ spokesman, said the 


Bosnian Serb army sent a letter of apology to the U.N. 


command several hours after the attack, saying their sol- 
diers mistook the British convoy for a Bosnian government 
convoy. 

Annink said one Bosnian truck was stuck on the stretch 
of road where the British trucks were. 

Col. Hugh Dourtivron, deputy chief of staff for peace- 
keepers in Sarajevo, said one of the 5,200-gallon British 
tanker trucks burst into flames when the ambush began in 
mid-afternoon. Several of the nine other trucks were dam- 
aged. 

“They were obviously aiming at the oil truck,” said Lt. 
Johnny Mitchell, a British soldier in the convoy. “The 
vehicles were clearly marked, so it was a direct attack. I 
was scared.” 

The tanker was still burning hours after the crash. 

Once peacekeepers’ headquarters was alerted, French 
armored vehicles raced to the scene. U.N. officials said 
NATO airplanes were called in to make overflights, but 
were not asked to counterattack. 


“In this situation close air support is not useful because 
the targets had disappeared,” Dourtivron said. 

One British soldier was only lightly injured, the other 
was hit in the chest and underwent surgery. 

The Serbs, in announcing the closure of the route to civil- 
ian and commercial traffic, had specified that U.N. vehi- 
cles would be allowed to use it. 

U.N. spokeswoman Claire Grimes said the convoy was 
on a resupply mission, taking fuel from the British base in 
Vitez, northwest of Sarajevo, to Gorazde, southeast of the 
capital. She said the attack came without warning. 

For the last four months, the “Blue Route” had been the 
source of roughly half the city’s food and was the only 
way for residents to come and go. 

The Serbs closed it today to pressure the government 
after rejecting a plan worked out by the United States, 
Britain, France, Russia and Germany. 

The plan would pare back Serb territorial holdings from 
70 percent to 49 percent, and give Bosnian Croats and 
Muslims the rest. The Croats and Muslims have accepted. 

Diplomats and U.N. officials suggested the Serbs, in 
closing the “Blue Route,” sought to distract the peace-plan 
proponents and remind them that Serb forces could still 
make life miserable for the people of Sarajevo. 

“This is another attempt of the Serbs to ... provoke reac- 
tion from us which would draw attention away from the 
Contact Group meeting,” said Bosnian government 
spokesman Kemal Muftic. 

The closure of the supply road sent angry, worried shop-
